Tile automobile was identified as one 
of the four cats used by the bandits. 
Picnickers saw the machine Sunday, 
but thought it belonged to someone 
in Joliet. 
Later tile presence of the 
machine was repo fled to police and 
they discovered tilt- booty. 
Most of 
the sacks had been ripped open and 
their c utents taken in whole or in 
part. Many untouched packages weie 
lying among the sacks. 
The finding of the rifled sacks en­ 
tirely supports the police theory and 
will be part of the evidence against 
the prisoners now held by the police, 
Mr. Dernier said. 
He said thefts was 
no longer doubt that the police had 
at least some memb< rs of tlj,e train 
robber band. 
The automobile found 
near Joliet was stolen last March.

Many Women Employed 
in the Mines of India 


Romantic fancies of the zenana as 
protecting all the women of India are 
shattered by a bulletin recently put** 
libbed 
by 
the 
government 
of 
that 
i country. 
Women form about one-quarter of 
tile average daily workers in the Jute 
mills and about one-flfth in the cotton 
nulls. 
In the coal mining industry tin* 
proportion of women to men under­ 
ground Is about two to three 
Tile average woman worker in a 
jute mill receives a weekly wage <>f 
Its. 2-8. 
In the cotton mills the rate 
of wages is lower on the whole and 
the women who are employed on the 
less skilled and lower paid processes 
tend to leave during the period while 
jute presses are running. 
They be­ 
come migratory workers. 
The management of the India cot 
ton mills usually retains two or three 
weeks’ wages In arrears, while In the 
Jute mills they usually keep one week s 
wages. 
• 
In the coal mines a woman’s pay 
for^n day’s work varies from 8 Ll 12 
anna*, and it is stated thut they usu­ 
ally spend from five to eight hours 
down in the mine, their work being 
mainly the carrying of*coal to the con­ 
tainers or tubs. 
In the jute mills, except In the im­ 
mediate mdghborhood of Calcutta, a 
multlple-shlft system 
was the rule, 
and the actual number of hours worried 
daily by women varied from nine to 
eleven hours. 
In some mills where the hand-sew­ 
ing 
department was partitioned 
o f 
from the factory,' women were work­ 
ing twelve hours a day on piecework 
as finishers to^earn a dally average 
wage of from 5 to 0 annas. 
All cotton mills work a on e-sh if \ 
day, the woman worker having an 
eleven-hour day with a midday inter­ 
val during which she usually returns 
to her own home. 
It is said by the 
report that the women are not able 
to maintain themselves on an ade­ 
quate die* under five annas a day.

The use OI oiled-pal cr wrappers for 
preventing apple scald is finding in­ 
creased favor among growers,* par­ 
ticularly in the Northwest, says the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Approximately 15.000,000 boxes 
of apples were wrapped for storage 
last fall, whereas in 1922 there were 
about 600,000 boxes so treated. 
The 
practice of using oiled paper for wrap­ 
pers is suggested by the department 
a result of a number of years of 
trials with various methods for pre­ 
venting the appearance of the disease 
in storage apples and apples in transit. 
which annually causes 'g reat loss to 
dealers, buyers and shippers, and ul­ 
timate disappointment to consumers. 
Where In tile past it has been cus­ 
tomary to wrap the apples In ordinary 
paper, as Is done with the western 
crop, the use of oiled paper does not 
entail any additional effort or trouble 
aud adds but two cents to the cost of 
each box. Apples wrapped in oiled pa­ 
per of the proper kind come through 
the winter In excellent condition and 
have been received with special favoi 
on the market, especially during the 
latter part of the season. 
In May, 
1923, oiled wrapper apples were sell­ 
ing on the New York auction for 
.$1 more per box than similar ap­ 
ples in unolled wrappers. 
Eastern 
producers who barrel their apples have 
not made any great use of the new 
practice because of the impracticabil­ 
ity of wrapping apples for barreling. 
’Ibis discovery and practice make it 
possible to ship apples long distances 
after .storage as well as before stor­ 
age with little or no loss from scald, 
and enables growers and dealers to ob­ 
tain a wider distribution of their prod­ 
uct and to safely withhold part of it 
from the market till the peak of the 
apple season is past. 
It reduces the 
perishability of the crop and m a k es 
for a more orderly distribution of the 
"apply and a better market.

Sweet Clover Requires 
Well-Settled Seed Bed 
Sweet clover requires a well-settled 
and firm seed bed, with just enough 
loose soil on the surface to permit tho 
•seed to be well covered. When sown 
in the spring on winter grain, the seed 
bed is as a rule In good condition, 
and the seed will be covered by a1 
ternate freezing and thawing. When 
sown with spring grain, the seed be I 
is often not so firm as it should be for 
rapid germination. 
In such cases it is 
a good plan to roll the ground after 
seeding. 
When seeded without a ours • 
crop it should never be sown on Inn I 
which has had no chance to settle. 
For tills reason the land should be 
plowed some time before seeding and 
worked down by thorough cultivation. 
In the West, where spring seeding is 
always necessary, the best results are 
ecured from fall-plowed land followed 
by early spring seeding. 


Serviceable Floor for 
New House for Poultry 
Here’s a way to make a dr\ a* I 
serviceable floor for that new poultry 
house.
